So give added subs tance to their efforts at "iaage b uil ding * 
ia the lent developed world, the Oaananlete have effectively 
orchestrated their cultural and propaganda programs with well publi- 
cised 4tad liberal doses of tangible material aid. Sisco 1955, 0o»* 
aumlst countries have extended almost $12 billion in economic and 
military assistance, much of It concentrated ia a few key strategic 
nations such as India. 

the underlying theme of all such Ccweanlst cultural and propa- 
ganda efforts suggests a twofold Cowstoist objective. They seek, 
first, to dis tract the less developed countries front the realities 
of the incompatibility of world Coommist sad local nationalist goals. 
Second, they seek to create the basis for las t in g rapport and cultural 
contact which will facilitate their efforts to influence sad shape 
the developing ecctxwlc wad social coder sad political orientation 
of the newly emergent nations. Through the military training programs 
ia particular — which say range as much as four years for those 
attending higher military schools — the Commanlsta have been afforded 
aa<sgportmity to establish Important relationships with m elite ia 
less developed countries that can exert substantial Influence on the 
orientation of existing regimes mid. cm the choice of their successors.
